Of the 12,808 persons summarily convicted on charges by the Magistrates 
50 were sentenced to imprisment for 6 months and above 3 months, 91 for 3 
months and above 2 months, 153 for 2 months and above 1 month, 213 for 1 
month and above 14 days, 135 for 14 days and under, 43 were sent to Places of 
Detention, 26 were sent to Reformatories,' 11,921 were fined, 134 were held to bail 
and 42 were otherwise disposed of. (See Table III.).

Persons under Police Supervision. 

Twenty persons were under Police observation in Dublin during the year. 
Of this number 1 left for another district in Ireland, 2 were sent to Prison, 3 left 
Ireland, in 1 case the Supervision was remitted by His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, in 4 cases Supervision expired, 1 case missing and gazetted, 5 joined 
H. M. Forces, and 3 were under Supervision in the District at the end of the 
year. (See Table X.) 

Thieves and Persons of Icnoum Bad Character. 

The number of thieves and persons of known bad character at large within the 
Police District in the month of October, 1918, was 24, against 35 in 1917, being a 
decrease of 11 as compared with the latter year. (See Table XI.)

Since the year 1908 the number of Licensed Motor Vehicles of all classes has 
increased from 39 to 165, or over 323 per cent. The number of Outside Cars has 
decreased from 920 to 472—48 per cent. The number of Cabs has decreased from 
656 to 388 — 40-8 per cent, within the same period. 

An inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held in May, and the owners of 
vehicles observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired. 

There is an decrease of 29 in the number of summons cases, and a decrease of 
5 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1917. 

The Licence of one Hackney Car was revoked, and the Licence of another 
temporarily suspended. Three drivers’ Licences were revoked, and one suspended. 

Property found in Hackney Vehicles. — There were 164 articles of property 
surrendered to the Police by drivers during the year, of which number 88 were 
claimed. The articles included 82 umbrellas and walking sticks, two gold Watches, 
a gold brooch, 4 silver watches, a pair of prismatic field glasses, and several 
coats, rugs, &c. 

Sums amounting to £27 Is. 4| d. were found in vehicles and surrendered to 
the Police.
